1. It is propos d, that all Per- 
ſons who are are at preſent, or 
ſhall hereafter be impriſon'd, or 
arreſted, for Debt, ſhall be ſet at 
Liberty, on their obliging them- 
ſelves, (or ſome able-bodied Man 
for them) to do Duty, as com- 
mon Soldiers, every Sunday, with- 
out Pay. 


2. Theſe unhappy Men. to have 
Quarters in the ſeveral Counties 
they were Priſoners in, his Ma- 


jeſty to cloathe them every 


Years ; during which Time, they 


ſhall wear them only on Sun- 
days. 


3. To be commanded by Gen? 
tlemen of the - ſeveral Counties 


that will ſerve without Pay, du- 
ring the Time of Peace at Home;

and Half-Pay Officers, who may 
be allow'd one Day's full Pay in 


every Week, beſides their preſent 


Half- Pay. 


4. Theſe Officers ſhall not com- 
mand the Men out on any other 
Day than Sundays, under certain 
Penalties; nor march them out 
of the County they belong to, 
until invaded by Foreigners. 


5. When Great Britain ſhall 
be invaded by Foreigners, then 
the Officers, &c. to be allow'd 


full Pay, to do Duty, and be 


under the ſame Military Diſcipline 
as the reſt of his Majeſty's Land 
Forces. 


6. By theſe Means, many Thou- 
ſands of unhappy Debtors may 
be prevented going into foreign 
Countries, 
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Countries, and may be put into 
a Condition of maintaining them- 
ſelves, and paying their Debts, or 
part of them, by being induſtri- 
ous, which a Priſon renders them 
incapable of doing. rr”
